A man would raise one 
leg and push the foot a few inches forward. He would let the foot drop 
heavily in the snow. The leg would sink now knee-deep, now hip-deep. 
Then the man would repeat this with the other leg. 

After 10 of such steps each man had to stop and, leaning on his ice 
ax, gulp air. In this fashion the men made their way upward, in their 
half-consciousness thinking of no more than the next step above them. 

Finally, through the torpor, they became aware of a strange thing. 
There was nothing above them, nothing but sky. There was no more 
mountain to climb. 

Atop the colossus they had vanquished the two climbers fell to the 
ground, not far from unconsciousness. It was 6 p.m, Fighting for 
breath, they rested several minutes. They managed, again in grotesquely 
slow motions, to plant a mountaineer’s pick bearing the flags of Italy and 
Pakistan, Dazedly they surveyed the crests of the Karakorams far below. 
Laboriously they took pictures of the peak and of each other. After some 
30 minutes on the summit, they started down in the dusk. 

The descent was made perilously in the dark. Once one of them was 
swept down the mountain in an avalanche, but rolled out unhurt. 
Again, one plunged 30 yards down an ice wall when his weakened com- 
panion who was lowering him by rope was unable to hold on, The man 
at the bottom of the wall, bruised but alive. After a night- 
foot, four-and-a-half-hour descent in the blackness the two 
Camp 8 at 11 p.m. “lurehing like drunken men.” They were 
almost crazed, apparently from the lack of oxygen. Compagnoni kept 
seeing a third man who actually was in Italy. They collapsed in their 
companions’ arms, 

Still their trials were not over. The next morning a storm began to 
gather over K2, and it was necessary to get off the upper camps quickly. 
Barely able to stand, Compagnoni and Lacedelli, with their companions, 
down, One of the victors lost his balance and slid full speed 650 
stopping on the shoulder of an 8,000-foot cliff. Finally, on 
[ 2, they reached base camp. “Thus ended,” wrote 
Desio, taking that for so long seemed doomed to failure.” 

One of the wonders of the K2 conquest remains that Compagnoni and 

cedelli were able to make it after their oxygen had given out. A leading 
n physiologist who plans to study the two men in this regard says: 
“So far we can only say it was something on the order of superhuman. 
Maurice Herzog, heroic conqueror of Annapurna, gives another explana- 
tion—one that has held before when man pushed back supposedly in- 
vulnerable frontiers. 

"They must,” said he, “have been men of very, very great courage.

FOR THE NATION-MINDED VOTER 


HOW TO HELP THE COMMUNISTS 


Doubtless the white supremacists who suc- 
ceeded in keeping Negro children out of a 
Milford (Del.) school (see p. 46) hate Com- 
munists as much as they shun Negroes. They 
would punch anybody in the nose who told 
them that they were aiding and abetting the 
Communist cause. 

The truth is that such activities lend just 
enough substance to Soviet propaganda to let 
it get away with ludicrous but vicious hogwash 
like the movie Silvery Dust (see pp. 83-88) 
which is getting wide showings in Communist 
satellite countries. It portrays rapacious Amer- 
ican capitalists, fighting over a murderous new 
radioactive powder, using some railroaded Ne- 
gro “guinea pigs” to test the stuff. 

American Negroes would laugh at such a 
movie in 1954, a year when the Supreme 
Court, including three Southern justices, has 
unanimously decreed an end to segregated 
schools; when a Negro, Ralph Bunche, is now 
an undersecretary-general of the United Na- 
tions and the top-ranking American on the 
U.N, staff; when Negroes are sitting on school 
hoards in several Southern cities; when the 
U.S. saw its third consecutive year without a 
lynching and when three of the most popular 
stars of the World Series-winning Giants were 
Negroes (Willie Mays, Monte Irvin and Hank 
Thompson). Moreover, even the school trou- 
s had their pi side, as in Baltimore 
where the authorities unhesitatingly used po- 
lice to keep Negro students in unsegregated 
. Silvery Dust will do a serv- 
ice if it reminds Americans that these exam- 
ples of true democracy at work—and not that 
of Milford—are those which all of us should 
follow. 
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Campaigning for a Republican Congress, 
President Eisenhower asks for “a rekindling 
of the enthusiasm and determination of 
1952.” That will come hard. His own still- 
potent name appears on no ballot, and some 
of the names that do appear wouldn’t rekin- 
dle a dry cigaret, let alone the damp mulch 
of off-year voter apathy of which both par- 
ties complain. In this election, local issues 
and personalities make the political news— 
news which will continue to be reported in 
Lire right up to Nov. 1. But here let us in- 
quire whether the nation as a whole hasn't 
a stake in the outcome. In cases where local 
choices aren't overwhelming, which party 
should the independent voter favor—Repub- 
lican or Democratic? 

Eisenhower wants a Republican Congress 
in order to avoid the “stagnation and inac- 
tion” that our Constitution makes possible 
whenever Congress and the White House are 
controlled by oppo parties. Because he 
has had trouble with his Republican Con- 
gress, the Democrats (notably Harry Tru- 
man) argue “he needs a Democratic Con- 
gress if he is to go down in history as a 
successful President.” This is of course in- 
genious nonsense, since even the present 
Republicans in Congress have given the 
President almost twice as much support as 
the Democrats on major issues. And when- 
ever an opposition wins at mid-term and so 
gets as much power as a President, it can be 
expected to use that power with an eye sin- 
gle to his defeat two years later, 


What is the chief Democratic argument 
against the Republicans? Steve Mitchell says 
it is economic, and he rightly expects a big 
vote where the 3,245,000 unemployed are 
concentrated, as in the coal, textile and auto- 
motive areas. But while you can’t blame 
the jobless for voting their anger, a nation- 
minded voter cannot derive therefrom a gen- 
eral case against Republican economic pol- 
icy. On the contrary, that record is excellent. 
With minimum fuss and feathers but maxi- 
mum vigilance, the Administration has suc- 
cessfully combated the end of an inflation 
and the beginning of a recession, which now 
appears to be ending. At the same time it has 
reversed the longer year tide toward bu- 
reaucratic centralism, cut taxes (“bij 
tax cut in the history of the U.S.”—Eisen- 
hower), and restored resiliency and opti- 
mism to the free enterprise economy. 

The Democrats may win farm votes be- 
cause of the new flexible price-support law, 
but they should certainly not win arguments 
on it. Farmers know as well as city people 
that the dope-addict trend toward ever more 
rigid supports and bulging surpluses has to 
be stopped sometime, the sooner the less 
painfully. So with labor: it voices its old 
anti-Republican fears and attachments; but 
wages are now the largest proportion of our 
national income in 20 years. 

Negroes may vote Democratic from habit, 


yet Eisenhower (quite apart from the Su- 
preme Court’s historic school decision) has 
done more to confirm and advance Negro 
rights than any President since Lincoln 
(Lire, May 31). Even the McCarthy prob- 
lem, which has so stunk up these two years, 
has been checked in a way that vindicates, 
if it cannot beglamor, Eisenhower's long- 
suffering inaction, All in all, in domestic 
matters, Eisenhower has done a large part 
of what he set out to do and the country is 
the better for it, 


In foreign policy, on the other hand, 
there is a general case against this Admin- 
istration, The many particular successes at- 
tributable to Dulles’ technical competence 
(Iran, Suez, MANPAC, etc.) do not make up 
for the steady decline in the free world’s 
morale and strategic position. Friends of 
the Administration can plead the impossibil- 
ity of its choices (notably in Indochina) or 
the indecisive state of American opinion. 
Political bows are taken for the temporary 
absence of shooting. The fact remains that 
the world barometer is falling faster than 
this nation has been reacting to it. 

Dean Acheson, in the current Yale Re- 
view, says that a President must learn to be 
decisive in foreign affairs—more like Tru- 
man. He implies that Eisenhower has not 
learned this lesson. The argument is timely, 
all right. But it is not a good argument for 
the Democratic party. 

Eisenhower's foreign failures were deep- 
ly conditioned by his inheritance of Demo- 
cratic nondecisions (as in Indochina) and 
wrong decisions (as in China). This does 
not excuse Eisenhower, but it forces a look 
at the alternative. The Eisenhower record 
in foreign affairs is one of painful caution 
groping for the global initiative. The Demo- 
cratic record is one of lavish partiality, heav- 
salted with appeasement. 

Appeasement will be the great temptation 
to American policy these next two years. Of 
the two, the Republican party is less vul- 
nerable to it. It is also therefore the likelier 
to develop that still-awaited policy of con- 
fidence and forward motion that can alone 
restore to the free world a preponderance 
of power against the Communists. 

The Eisenhower party has within it the 
men and the aims that can both continue 
their domestic successes and forge the for- 
eign policy we need. These same men and 
aims are also the best hope of the Republi- 
can party, whose modernization is being 
speeded by the experience of responsibility 
and the pace of events. The immediate fu- 
ture of the Republicans and the immediate 
future of the Republic are therefore as clos 
ly linked as they were when American vot- 
ers linked them two years ago. The nation 
has a double stake in the continuance of a 
Republican Congress: it will work with the 
White House and it is the better bet to 
surmount the deepening Communist crisis.

Russian hint for A-homb agreement, scandal in France, typhoon in Japan 


The eight-year-long debate between the U.S. and the 
U.S.S.R. on atomic disarmament seemed to move 
into new ground last week. In a U.N. speech Andrei 
Vishinsky offered a proposal that drew Western in- 
terest because, after a routine abuse of the U.S., 
there were hints of a change on two points the West 
had been trying to get Russia to accept: first, that 
nuclear and conventional weapons must be consid- 
ered jointly; and second, that disarmament demands 
inspection and control. Meanwhile the U.S. plan for 
a world agency for developing atomic energy for 
peaceful uses was moving forward in discus 

with the original countries invited by the U. 
Britain, France, Canada, Australia and South Africa. 


Temperamental Tenor Mario Lanza, making his 
TV debut, mouthed words while a record played.

He had also interviewed Noel and 
his wife in a Hungarian prison. Swiatlo said he be- 
lieved the Fields, all charged with espionage, were 
dead, quoted Poland’s president as saying about 
Hermann in 1951: “ ives too long.” Said 
Swiatlo, “Such an opinion the equivalent of a 
death sentence.” 


A French political scandal came to a head 
when police arrested Jean Mons, secretary 
of the National Defense Committee, and 
two of his assistants and charged them with 
passing records of top-secret conferences 
to the French Communists. The informa- 
tion may have helped the Russians during 
the Indochina negotiations and the Geneva 
conference. So thorough were the French 
police that no committee members—not 
even President Coty and Premier Mendés- 
France—were exempt from surveillance.

The final territorial ques- 
tion, concerning a strip of land a thousand yards 
long and a mile deep, had been resolved by a U.S.- 
proposed compromise, and at week’s end it looked 
as though only a few more days where needed before 
Britain, the U.S., Italy and Yugoslavia would settle 
a problem which has nettled the West since the end 
of World War II. 


In Oklahoma City 30 generals and Army Secre- 
tary Robert Stevens gathered to present the 43th 
National Guard with battle streamers from Ko- 
rea. Watching the ceremony, a World War 1 vet- 
eran suddenly leaped to and booed. Hus- 
ted away by police, the ex-private said he had 
always wanted to boo a general and the occasion 
was just too much for him.

Engineers work to save falls 


In the fi above Ni- 
agara Falls, acular sight these 
days is a hazardous battle of man against na- 
ture. There, working with strange-looking con- 
struction equipment (above), Army engineers 
are building a network of dikes straight out 
from shore and temporarily diverting the roar- 
ing river from its banks (p. 66). 

‘The dikes are one phase of a $600,000 proj- 
ect financed by the U.S. and Canada and de- 
signed to check erosion at Horseshoe Falls, 


which lies on both sides of the international 
boundary line. Harder hit than nearby Ame 
can Falls, even with its mighty cave-in this 
summer (Lire, Aug. 9), the waterfall at Horse- 
shoe has receded 1.300 feet upstream from 
where it was 275 years ago. Unchecked, Horse- 
shoe would lose its familiar beauty in a mat- 
ter of decades. But now, with a plan to control 
the water's flow and even out erosion along 
the rocky crestline, engineers expect Horse 
shoe Falls to be around for a long, long time.

THE REDISCOVERY 
OF AMERIGO 


Vespucci, who found mainland before Columbus, has been forgotten or vi 


on 500th anniversary new study shows why America can proudly bear his name

discovered America in 1492 and that his memory is honored 
each year on October 12 with appropriate acknowledgments. 
While Columbus Day orators faithfully reaffirm the story of America’s 
discovery, they seldom remind us that Columbus was not the first ex- 
plorer to set foot on the mainland of America, or that he died not 
knowing he had found an unmapped fourth quarter of the world. 
The man who did reach the mainland of America ahead of Colum- 
bus and then identified the continent as part of the New World is one 
of history’s most conspicuously forgotten men. He was Amerigo 
Vespucci, the Florentine businessman, cartographer, navigator, ex- 
plorer and friend of Columbus who is known today as the man 
for whom the New World was puzzlingly named. Few Americans 
are aware that this is the 500th anniversary year of Amerigo’s birth 
and even fewer know why he deserves to be remembered at all. 


EK schoolboy learns early in life that Christopher Columbus 


Outside his birthplace of Florence, Amerigo is an obscure historical 
figure, distinguished for almost nothing but his name. He was over- 
looked for centuries by most historiaris and maligned by those who 
deigned to take note of him. Calumnies against him were so widely 
repeated and believed for centuries that in 1856 Ralph Waldo Emerson 
in his English Traits wrote, “Strange . . . that broad America must 
wear the name of a thief. Anierigo Vespucci, the pickle dealer at Se- 
ville . . . whose highest naval rank was boatswain’s mate in an expe- 
dition that never sailed, managed in this lying world to supplant Co- 
lumbus and baptize half the earth with his own dishonest name.” 

Emerson need not have worked himself into such a state of agitation 
because Amerigo’s reputation by the middle 1800s had reached rock 
bottom. Later writers were more charitable in their judgments, but 
only in recent years has Amerigo emerged as a man who enjoyed and 
deserved a high degree of esteem among his European contemporaries.

He came of a well-known family. Famous artists helped decorate 
the Vespucci family chapel and a relative of Amerigo's got a com- 
mission for Botticelli and Ghirlandajo to assist in painting the 
tine Chapel. Amerigo himself, before his explorations, had his 
portrait painted by both Botticelli and Ghirlandajo. He was related 
by marriage to the beautiful Simonetta Vespucci who inspired 
many of Botticelli’s loveliest paintings. Another relative by mar- 
riage was Lorenzo di Pier Francesco de’ Medici, a second cousin of 
Lorenzo the Magnificent, who placed Amerigo in charge of much 
of his business and twice sent him to Spain as confidential over- 
seer of his commercial affa 

Amerigo arrived in Spain for the second time in 1492, a year 
in which the surrender of the Moors at Granada freed Spanish 
es for exploration. He never returned to Italy. Instead he 
went to Seville and worked for Giannetto Berardi as a factor 
charged with supplying ships’ provisions. Berardi was a fellow 
Florentine, agent of the Medicis in Spain, who became an outfitter 
of ships for the Spanish government. 
The provisions Amerigo supplied usu- 
ally included barrels of pickles, a fact 
at led Emerson nearly four centuries 
to refer slurringly to him as the 
kle dealer.” 

‘Then almost 40, Amerigo was a well- 
muscled man of medium height with 
strong aquiline features, dark, loosely 
waving hair and wide-spaced brown 
eyes that were underlined with humor. 
He had a keen mind, a shrewd business 
sense and a stable temperament that 
balanced his sometimes playful man- 
ner. Amerigo became an expert in maps, 
charts and globes and a very good map 
maker himself. Through his work as a ship chandler he met many 
noted seafarers, among them Columbus. One bond between Colum- 
bus and Amerigo was the latter’s intimate knowledge of the geo- 
graphical studies of the Florentine Toscanelli, whose ideas had 
inspired Columbus to seek a new route to Asia by crossing the 
Atlantic. It is likely that Berardi, who later became Amerigo’s part- 
ner, advanced Columbus some of the money he needed for his 
first voyage partly because of Amerigo’s recommendations. 

Amerigo’s ties with Columbus led to his own voyages of explora- 
tion. King Ferdinand of Castile, a wary ruler, decided to find 
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out what Columbus was doing as governor of the tiny New World

Coming then upon a strange coast, either Costa Rica or He 
duras, the voy ted the mainland of the New World. Ameri- 
go writes: “We gave thanks to God, and put the boats over the 
side, and 16 of us set out for the land, and we found it covered 
with trees, which was a wonderful sight, not only because of their 
size, but also for their fo In a later letter, however, 
Amerigo says the day ended disappointingly: “Before we reached 
fland], we sighted many people who were walking along the shore. 
... And we found them to be a naked race. They showed fear of 
us, I think because they saw us [clothed] and of a different apy 
ance [from theirs]. All withdrew to a mountain and, in spite of all 
the signs of peace and friendship we made to them, they would not 
‘ome to converse with us. So, inasmuch as night was already fall- 
ing, and because the ships were anchored in @ perilous place .. . 
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the natives. On this occasion Amerigo reports: “... We leaped 
ashore, 40 well-equipped men, and the people ashore still were 
afraid of us... but... we so persistently endeavored to give them 
our wares, such as bells, mirrors, glass beads and other trinkets, 
that some of them ... came to converse with us. ...When we 
had established kindly relations with them, inasmuch as night 
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Amerigo gives a full description of the appearance and customs 
of these first natives he encountered: “They are of medium stat- 
ure, very well proportioned. Their skin is of a color which inclines 
to red, like a lion’s mane. ... They are very swift . . . in walking 
and in running ... a woman thinks nothing of running a league 
as we frequently saw; and in this thev have a very great 
advantage over us Christians. They swim past all belief, and the 
women better than the men. Their weapons are bows and

‘The voyagers left this tribe and sailed on along the winding 
coast. They rounded the Yucatan Peninsula, traced the outline of 
the Gulf of Mexico and the peninsula of Florida and continued 
northward, at least to Cape Hatterasrand perhaps even as far as 
Chesapeake Bay. They stopped often at villages along the coast, At 
several they found the Indians hostile and fought with them, but 
more often they were received with friendly curiosity. They gave 
away trinkets and in return were given artifacts, scanty samples of 
gold and precious stones. On the coast of Mexico near Tampico, 
friendly Indians guided Amerigo and 22 others on a nine-day jour- 
ney inland, where other natives received them with dancing and 
feasting and “offered us their women so insistently we could not 
refuse.” Amerigo observes: “They are finely shaped women, of 
excellent proportions, and none of the parts or members of their 
 ill-formed.” 

Thirteen months after they had left Cadiz, Amerigo and his 
companions came into a fine harbor, near either Cape Hatteras or 
Chesapeake Bay, where they repaired their ships for the voyage 
home. Here, Amerigo reports, “the natives gave us the greatest 
help; and they continually provided us with their food, so that... 
we wasted little of our own . . . we stayed 37 days, and went fre- 
quently to their towns where they paid us the greatest deference.” 

When the voyagers were ready to leave, the natives implored their 
aid against a tribe of island cannibals who occasionally in fleets of 
canoes made savage raids on the mainland. The mariners agreed to 
help. On their way home they stopped at an island, possibly i in the 
Bermudas, and after a brisk battle seized a number of cannibals, 
whom they carried back to Cadiz and sold a: 8. 

Amerigo’s voyage produced little promise of new wealth for 
Spain, and much of his route was not retraced for more than a 
decade. But his experiences enabled him to show Cuba on the 
maps as an island with the Gulf of Mexico in the background long 
before the voyages of Hernéndez de Cérdoba to the Yucatan Penin- 
sula (1517) and Ponce de Leén to Florida (1513).

Amerigo made a second voyage in 1499 for King Ferdinand to 
verify reports of Columbus’ first reconnaissance of the mainland 
and his discoveries of pearl fisheries near the mouth of the Ori- 
noco River, On this trip he ventured south of the equator, reach- 
ing a point which he later named the Cape of Saint Augustine, 
where Brazil stretches farthest into the Atlantic. On the home- 
ward journey he covered all the northern coast of Brazil, the 
Guianas and Venezuela up to Cabo de la Vela in Colombia. 

In a letter describing the voyage he explains in great detail his 
method for determining distance. “This calculation,” he writes, “T 
certified many times in conjunction with the pilots and found it 
true and good.” It was indeed true and good, for Jesuit Father 
Stein, director of the Vatican Observatory, ‘confirmed in 1950 after 
areful study that Amerigo was the first man to determine longi- 
tude by lunar distance. 

After this voyage Amerigo transferred his services from Spain 
to Portugal, He made his next two trips in Portuguese ships and 
probably made a fifth and final voyage in 1506 with Spanish ships 
to the Caribbean. His fourth trip, to Brazil in 1503-04, and hi 
fifth, if indeed he made it, were of little importance. But his third 
was perhaps the most significant of all his explorations. 

Setting out from Lisbon in 1501 with three ecaravels, Ameri 
stopped first at Cape Verde in Africa, He then struck out across the 
Atlantic and sailed for 67 days during most of which, he reports, 
“rain, thunder and lightning so darkened the sky that we never 
saw the sun by day or fair sky by night.” Amerigo finally reached 
the Brazilian coast at about the same point as on his previous 
voyage On Feb. 15, 1502 a memorable event occurred at a point 

° below the equator. The expedition had reached a line, drawn 
iv treaty in 1494, dividing new lands that might be discovered 
between Spain and Portugal. The Portuguese commander, unwill- 
ing to bear the responsibility of sailing on into Spanish wate 
anchored the ships and called a meeting ‘on the beach. The crews 
debated whether to turn back, then decided Amerigo should take 
command and continue for as long as the weatherbeaten ships 
could hold out. Following this meeting, the first known democratic 
assembly held by Europeans in the New World. the expedition dis- 
covered the ridge of Montevideo, the mouth of the Plata River and 
the coast of Patagonia, A fearful storm forced Vespucci to give up 
his main objective, the search for a water passage to Asia, but there 
is no doubt that Amerigo foresaw the existence of the route to 
Asia found by Magellan. 
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‘A new world’ 


T was on this third voyage that Amerigo concluded he had 

found a new world. In a letter to Lorenzo di Pier France 
de’ Medici in 1503 Amerigo writes: '. .. And these [new regions] 
which we found and explored +++ we may righ y call a new 
world, , . .”” Elsewhere in the letter he explains: “We knew that 
land to be a continent and not an island both because it stretches 
forth in the form of a very long and unbending coast, and be. 
cause it is replete with infinite inhabitants. For in it we found in- 
numerable tribes and peoples and species of all manner of wild 
beasts which are found in our lands and many others never seen 
by us... . The land in those parts is very fertile and pleasing, 
abounding in numerous hills and mountains, boundless valleys 
and mighty rivers, watered by refreshing springs and filled with 
broad, dense and well-nigh impenetrable forests. . . . Trees grow 
to. immense size without cultivation. Many of those yield fruits 
delectable to the taste and beneficial to the human body; some 
indeed do not, and no fruits there are like those of ours ‘iu 

Amerigo’s letter expresses only passing interest in the New 
World’s riches: “They have there no metals of any description 
except gold, of which those regions have a great plenty, althou; 
to be sure we have brought none thence on . . . our voyage. TI 
the natives called to our attention, who said that in the districts 
remote from the coast there is a great abundance of gold, and it is 
in no respect esteemed or valued by them. .. .” 

This letter, published in Europe a year later under the title 
Mundus Novus, became the greatest literary success of its day. 
“Without doubt,” Amerigo writes of the lands he had seen, “if 
the Garden of Eden exists anywhere on earth, it is my opinion 
that it cannot be far from those countries.” 

After he had returned from his fourth voyage in 1504, Amerigo 
wrote a much longer letter to an old schoolmate, Piero Soderini, 
describing all four of his voyages in rich and colorful detail. His 
formal accounts of his voyages have been lost, but these surviving 
copies of his letters reveal his skill and humor as a reporter de- 
scribing people, places and things which none had seen before. 
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TURES, as he described them in a letter, included re- 

nnibals in Brazil. This 17th Century drawing shows amazons 

(foreground) flirting with sailor before clubbing him from behind, Later they 
cook him (left) while others plunder gifts he has brought ashore (center). 
Meanwhile males attack 's ships (background) but are driven off, 
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On the coast of Mexico, he reports in one letter, the voyagers 
found natives “roasting a certain beast which resembled a serpent 

. and so ugly in appearance that we wondered at its fierceness 

They are the size of a kid ... they have long, thick feet, 
armed with great claws; they have a hard skin, and are variegated 
in color; they have the snout and face of a snake, and from their 
nose starts a sawlike crest which passes on over the middle of the 
back to the tip of the t 

This description of iguanas should be in an anthology of the 
natural history of the New World. In this same place, the mariners 
returned from an excursion inland to find their ships crowded with 
more than a thousand inquisitive natives, “There befell us,” Ameri- 
go writes, “a very laughable incident when we resolved to fire off 
some of our cannon. When the report burst forth, most of the 
natives through fear jumped into the sea, not unlike frogs on a 
bank which, when they hear something terrifying, jump into the 
marsh . . . and those who remained on the ships were so timorous 
that we repented of such a deed; nevertheless we reassured them by 
telling them that with those weapons we slew our enemies. . 

According to a report describing the third voyage, the natives in 
Brazil were anything but timorous, When a group of them along 
the shore beckoned, one of the mariners went to meet them while 
others pulled up to the shore in small boats to insure his safety. 
The venturous mariner, Amerigo reports, “went among the women, 
and when he approached them, they made a great circle around 
him; and touching him and gazing at him, they displayed their 
wonder. Meanwhile we saw a woman approaching from the hill 
and she carried a big club in her hand. And when she reached the 
place where our Christian stood, she came up behind him, and 
raising her club, struck him such a hard blow that she stretched 
him out dead on the ground. In an instant, the other women seized 
him by the feet, and dragged him toward the hill; and the men 
sprang toward the beach to shoot at us with their bows and arrows. 
And ... owing to the numerous arrows which they shot into our 
boats, nobody thought of laying hand on his weapons. Yet we did 
discharge at them four mortar shots, and they did not hit anyone; 

. when the firing was heard, all took flight toward the hill where 
the women were already cutting the Christian to pieces. And by a 
great fire which they had built, they were roasting him before our 
exhibiting to us many and eating them , 
s description so impressed cartographers that on subsequent 
maps they filled almost the whole territory of Brazil with the figure 
of a good Christian in the shape of a roasted chicken. 

Amerigo showed little inclination to resort to embellishment. 
Previous geographies and travel books had told of islands popu- 
lated by monsters, of kingdoms inhabited only by women, of the

fountain of eternal youth, Amerigo simply found a primitive world 
and, so far as we can determine today, usually reported it as he saw 
it. Not often did he see anything that looked’ European to him, but 
on the coast of Tierra Firme (northern South America) he found 
a village built over a lagoon and thought of a rustic Venice; from 
this has come the name of Venezuela. 

He did exaggerate the size of the inhabitants of the island of 
Curacao, especially the women, so that on early maps it was known 
as the Island of the Giants. But his writings otherwise are notable 
for their candor. 

Describing the charms of the young women of Central America 
and the Antilles, he writes that the natives “are not very jealous 
and are libidinous beyond measure, and the women far more than 
the men. ... Only rarely will you see a woman with drooping 
breasts, or with belly shrunken through frequent childbirth, or 
with other wrinkles; for all look as though they had never given 
birth. They are no more ashamed of their shameful parts than we 
are in displaying the nose and mouth.” 

Amerigo did not make his voyages for gold or with the idea of 
conquest. He never asked for a governorship or an encomienda 
(royal land grant), or even for the command of a fleet. All his voy- 
ages were made either with a Spaniard or a Portuguese in command 
of the ships, and partly for this reason contemporary historians 
made little mention of Amerigo as an explorer. But Amerigo, serv- 
ing as overseer, pilot or cosmographer, was the guiding spirit of the 
peditions in which he took part. And among all those on board, 
it was he who kept his eyes open the widest and his pen the busiest. 

He was the first to sail south of the equator in the New World 
and to see the stars which are not visible in the Northern Hemi- 
sphere. He saw the Southern Cross which Dante had foreseen in 
his imagination. But where others were to see a cross, Amerigo, 
who as a young boy had often serenaded beauty in the streets of 
Florence, described the formation as a mandolin. 

After his fourth voyage Amerigo returned to Spain where some 
time before he had married an Andalusian girl, Maria Cerezo. 
He settled in Seville and in 1508 was appointed by King Ferdinand 
to the newly created post of Pilot Major of Spain. In this position, 
which he held until his death in 1512, Amerigo supervised the 
Spanish pilots; without his consent no one could hold a place of 
responsibility on a ship. He was responsible for approving new 
maps before they were issued, and navigators reported their dis- 
coveries to him, 

Amerigo remained the friend of Columbus until that explorer’s 
death in 1506. The Genoese praised him in one of his last lett 
Yet it was a historian seeking to glorify 
Columbus who first heaped abuse on 
Amerigo, About 50 years after Ameri- 
go’s death, Father Bartolomé de Las 
Casas, the Spanish bishop of a Mexican 
territory, completed an exhaustive his- 
tory of the Indies. Coming upon the 
name “America” and not knowing how 
it had originated, the priest, rash in his 
judgments and vehement in his polem- 
ics, leaped to the mistaken conclusion 
that Amerigo had named the new con- 
tinent for himself, He passed over the 
Florentine’s accomplishments and accused him of having sought 
to steal the glory that was due Columbus. Later historians repeated 
Las Casas’ defamation of Amerigo and magnified it. Amerigo came 
to be generally regarded as a thief, and then as a liar. 

Today the veracity of Amerigo’s letters can be scientifically 
although most of the originals have been lost. In the su 
viving text of these letters—particularly. in the one to Soderini 
—copyists, publishers and translators have undoubtedly made 
changes, but in substance the letters have been verified.

fountain of eternal youth. Amerigo simply found a primitive world 
and, so far as we can determine today, usually reported it as he saw 
it. Not often did he see anything that looked European to him, but 
on the coast of Tierra Firme (northern South America) he found 
a village built over a lagoon and thought of a rustic Venice; from 
this has come the name of Venezuela. 

He did exaggerate the size of the inhabitants of the island of 
Curacao, especially the women, so that on early maps it was known 
as the Island of the Giants. But his writings otherwise are notable 
for their candor. 

Describing the charms of the young women of Central America 
and the Antilles, he writes that the natives “are not very jealous 
and are libidinous beyond measure, and the women far more than 
the men. ... Only rarely will you see a woman with drooping 
breasts, or with belly shrunken through frequent childbirth, or 
vith other wrinkles; for all look as though they had never given 
birth. They are no more ashamed of their shameful parts than we 
are in displaying the nose and mouth.” 

Amerigo did not make his voyages for gold or with the idea of 
conquest. He never asked for a governorship or an encomienda 
(royal land grant), or even for the command of a fleet. All his voy- 
ages were made either with a Spaniard or a Portuguese in command 
of the ships, and partly for this reason contemporary historians 
made little mention of Amerigo as an explorer. But Amerigo, serv- 
ing as overseer, pilot or cosmographer, was the guiding spirit of the 
expeditions in which he took part, And among all those on board, 
it was he who kept his eyes open the widest and his pen the busiest. 

He was the first to sail south of the equator in the New World 
and to see the stars which are not visible in the Northern Hemi- 
sphere. He saw the Southern Cross which Dante had foreseen in 
his imagination. But where others were to see a cross, Amerigo, 
who as a young boy had often serenaded beauty in the streets of 
Florence, described the formation as a mandolin. 

After his fourth voyage Amerigo returned to Spain where some 
time before he had married an Andalusian girl, Maria Cerezo. 
He settled in Seville and in 1508 was appointed by King Ferdinand 
to the newly created post of Pilot Major of Spain. In this position, 
which he held until his death in 1512, Amerigo supervised the 
Spanish pilots; without his consent no one could hold a place of 
responsibility on a ship. He was responsible for approving new 
maps before the 1, and navigators reported their dis- 
coveries to hir 
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ned the friend of Columbus until that explorer’s 
death in 1506. The Genoese praised him in one of his last letters. 
Yet it was a historian seeking to glorify 

Columbus who first heaped abuse on 
Amerigo. About 50 years after Ameri- 
go's death, Father Bartolomé de Las 
Casas, the Spanish bishop of a Mexican 
territory, completed an exhaustive his; 
tory of the Indies. Coming upon the 
name “America” and not knowing how 
it had originated, the priest, rash in his 
judgments and vehement in his polem- 
ics, leaped to the mistaken conclusion 
that Amerigo had named the new con- 
tinent for himself. He passed over the 
Florentine’s accomplishments and accused him of having sought 
to steal the glory that was due Columbus. Later historians repeated 
Las Casas’ defamation of Amerigo and magnified it. Amerigo came 
to be generally regarded as a thief, and then as a liar. 

Today the veracity of Amerigo’s letters can be scientifically 
proved, although most of the originals have been lost. In the sur- 
viving text of these letters—particularly. in the one to Soderini

THE GREAT TEXAS RABIES ROUNDUP 


Biggest dog vaccination drive hurts owners too 


For the past two years Houston and its surrounding Harr 
Texas have had the highest rabies rate for dogs in the entire U.S. Last 
month the rate climbed to a new high of 10 rabies cases a week and, 
although there have been no human victims reported so far 
local and U.S. public health officials organized the most ambitiou 
n of dogs in history. First they set up 86 fire stations and 
vic buildings as free vaccination centers, equipped with veterinarians, 
couts, 4-H youngsters and cops. Then they publ 
the owners of the county’s 100,000 dogs to bring their 

On the appointed day a motley assemblag: 
coon dogs and lap dogs, foxhounds and bird dogs amiably up in 
front of each station to get their injections. On the injection table the 
dogs submitted without fuss to having their mouths held in front while 
being suddenly jabbed from behind, but their owners winced as if they 
were getting the needle instead. Then when the vaccine was forced into 
their bodies, most of the dogs raised howls of discomfort. The common 
suffering of man and his best friend paid off. Four days and 411,390 shots 
later the public health men felt confident, although it would take time 
to prove it, that they had won the fight against rabies in Harris County.

JESUITS 


IN AMERICA

“Tee Jesuits came to America before the soldiers and before the colonists. 
In 1566, only 26 years after the Spaniard Ignatius of Loyola had founded 
the Society of Jesus, its energetic, courageous priests were marching through 
Florida, converting Indians to the Roman Catholic Church. Unarmed—carrying 
only prayer books, fishhooks and needles—the Jesuits moved inland. In French 
America, says the historian George Bancroft, “not a cape was rounded, not a 
river discovered without a Jesuit having shown the way.” 

Until 46 years ago part of the U.S. was still considered mission territory by 
the Church and the Society of Jesus was still sending priests here from Europe. 
But today, with 31 million Catholics, this country has become a bulwark of 
the Church and American-born Jesuits have taken on the order’s work. 

Though there are many other effective Catholic orders in the U.S.—and 
the great majority of clergy are “secular” priests belonging to no order 
Jesuits with 7,630 members are the largest, the best organized, the most 
influential group within the Church. They operate 99 schools, including im- 
portant universities like Georgetown, Fordham and Marquette, which have a 
total enrollment of 129,000 students.

The Society of Jesus has had its moments of 
glory and honor, its moments of defeat and excoriation. But today it is the 
largest and fastest-growing order in the Church and finds its greatest area of 
growth—in new recruits, new facilities and variety of activities—in the U.S.

GLORY AND TROUBLE 


a young man Ignatius of Loyola, who was born in 1491, was a vain, 
worldly, high-spirited knight given over to the pursuits of elegance 
1 chivalry. In one of his chivalrous moments, while trying to rally a 
ly defeated Spanish army against overwhelming French forces, he 
was wounded in the leg by a cannon ball. As he lay i tle xeru> 
jating pain he asked for some popular romantic books of the day. The 
only books available were a Life of Christ and The Flowers of the Saints. By 
the time Loyola had finished reading them he saw the whole world as a 
new kind of battlefield, the forces of Satan on one side, the forces of 
Christ on the other. With his leg permanently crippled, he resolved to 
quit the army of soldiers and enlist forever in the army of Christ. 
As leader of the Society of Jesus, Loyola was a curious mixture of ideal- 
ist and realist, In his time spiritual perfection was considered something 
inable only by monks and mystics, God’s elect. Through his Spiritual 
srcises Loyola endeavored to make perfection a goal of ordinary peo- 
ple. His manual outlined the way to self-conquest in simple, concrete 
lessons which were to be followed on a daily schedule with a written 
record kept to note the improvement in conduct day by day. Unlike the 
mysties, who taught that union with God could be achieved only by ex- 
tinguishing the senses, Loyola asked his pupils to use all their senses to 
picture the purity and rapture of heaven, the corruption of sin, the 
enormous fires of hell, “the howlings smell of . . . rotting . 
taste of bitter things.” Eventually secular clergy and scholars, servants 
and kings all over Europe were 
faithfully following the Eo 
In his early religious enthusiasm 
Ignatius had scourged his body and 
worn a shirt of thorns. But he was 
practical enough to note the wear 
on his strength and later he reject- 
ed extreme asceticism for his fol- 
lowers. To make them more effec- 
tive in the world he even secured a 
papal dispensation so they would 
not have to sing the daily office in 
choir, and they did not wear a dis- 
tinctive habit as other orders did. 
Loyola inspired great personal 
devotion among the members of 
his order—so much that Francis 
Xavier knelt when writing to him, 
Tt was the Jesuits, under Loyola, 
who were primarily responsible for 
stemming the tide of the Protestant 
Reformation and leading the Cath- 
olic counteroffensive known as the

Counter Reformation, Through the Spiritual Exercises and preaching, the 
Jesuits helped to reform the Catholic clergy where it had become lax. 
Then by establishing model schools and colleges like battlements across 
Europe, they fought to win the people's allegiance. 

To gain souls for Christ, Loyola urged his followers, as St. Paul had 
done, to be all things to all men, In dealing with people, he said, “con- 
sider first what temperament they are and adapt yourselves thereto. If a 
man is passionate, with a quick, vivacious manner of speech, do you als 
speak of good and holy things in a similar style, for that is what pleas 
him.” Loyola’s followers took him at his word. When Francis Xavier 
went to India, he worked principally among the “untouchables” and 
lower castes, walking through the villages dressed in a shabby gown, 

the same food as the poor. But when he went to Japan and discov- 
ered that the Japanese were attracted more by pomp than by humility, 
he dressed in gorgeous raiments and permitted himself a retinue of serv- 
ants. He made thousands of converts. Some years later, when the emperor 
decided to wipe out Christianity, the Jesuits who followed Xavier coolly 
reasoned that martyrdom was required to keep their converts loyal and 
they remained steadfastly at their posts even though they were put to 
death by the scores. In China the Jesuits so impressed the emperor with 
their erudition that they were made mandarins in his court. Thereafter, 
for almost a hundred years, Jesuits were on the imperial staff, keeping 
always in favor by instructing the Chinese army in the use of artillery, 
building observatories, predicting 
eclipses and beautifying the court 
with gardens and fountains, 

Some of the strongest opposi- 
tion to the Jesuits came from with- 
in the Church itself. Missionaries 
of other orders complained that the 
Jesuits were winning converts, at 
the expense of Catholic doctrine, 
In China the Jesuits had permitted 
their converts to continue vener- 
ation of ancestors and in India 
had permitted the snobbish Brah- 
mans to continue the observance 
of caste. But the Jesuits replied 
that veneration was not deification 
of ancestors and that caste was of 
greater social than religious sig- 
nificance. Nevertheless, to keep or- 
der in his house, the Pope rebuked 
the Jesuits and ordered them to 
desist from such tacties.

they worked to get the Catholic Stuarts back on the throne, the Jesuits 
were executed whenever caught. They roamed the country in disg. 
using false names and giving misleading answers when questioned. 
Though the Jesuits justified the evasions by saying that they were not 
lies but “mental reservations” they were accused of making the end 
ify the means and the word “jesuitical” came to mean sly and crafty. 

In South America it was the Catholic Spanish and Portuguese colo- 
nists who turned on the Jesuits. To convert as well as protect the 
native Indians, whom the colonists were exploiting as slaves, the 
Jesuits in 1588 set up a utopian republic in the Paraguayan jungle. 
The Indians were not eager to work but they loved music and so the 
ingenious Jesuits had them awakened in the morning with trumpets 
and marched to their fields to band music. The Indians were even 
organized into symphony orchestras which included violins, contra- 
basses, clarinets, flutes, harps, horns and timpani. ‘This idyllic repub- 
lic survived for a century but its Jesuit-trained army was finally 
defeated by a combined force of Spanish and Portuguese. 

There seemed to be no limit to the Jesuit energy and imagination, 
As confessors and advisers to kings, princes and rulers in Europe and 
Asia, as experts in law, science, philosophy, botany, astronomy, the- 
ology and practical politics, the Jesuits had by the 18th Century 
gained enormous influence and power. When a monarch wanted a 
treaty mediated or a diplomatic favor granted he usually turned not 
to the Pope but to the Jesuit general, who has been called the “black 
Pope.” But just when they seemed to be at the very summit of their 
power, the Jesuits suffered their worst defeat. On July 21, 1773 they 
were ordered suppressed by Pope Clement XIV.

The order had not faced up to a new histor 
alism. In countries where the kings or princes were claiming absolute 
authority extending even to some church matters, Jesuit theologians 
had sought to limit the royal power by arguing that their sovereignty 
came not by inherent right but from the people. This new approach 
worked successfully in some cases but eventually the parliaments and 
ruling classes used the Jesuit arguments to reject the temporal author- 
ity of the Pope as well. The kings of France, Portugal, Spain and 
other countries issued an ultimatum to the Pope to suppress the 
Jesuits or face the possibility of the national churches breaking com- 
pletely away from his authority as the Church of England had done, 
Sadly the Pope acquiesced, saying, “Sometin 
a mast to save the ship 

The Jesuit idea was too deeply rooted to be destroyed. In most 
countries Jesuits simply became secular priests. By 1814 the flames 
of opposition which the Jesuits had ignited burned down suffi 
for Pope Pius VII to rescind his predecessor's ban, 

Since 1814 the Jesuits have been the target of nat 
again and again—in all they have been banned at different times 
from 18 countries and provinces. The constitutions of two countries, 
Switzerland and Norway, still forbid them within their boundarie 
But the Jesuits have now recognized the two-edged sword of secular 
politics and they no longer take a very active 
they are devoting themselves now to their missions, education, scien- 
tific research and the labor movement.

New Undersecretary of State, Herbert Hoover Jr., has added luster to his heritage 
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EH places his left hand on the Bible. His 
ight hand raises to take the oath of of- 
fice as Undersecretary of State in the United 
States of America. A guiding voice intones, 
“Repeat after me: I, Herbert Hoover Jr—” 

As he repeats those words, a ruggedly 
handsome face masks the thoughts that lie 
behind those deep blue eyes. But there is 
one certainty—he is not unaware of that 
name he speaks. It has been the greatest sin- 
gle influence in his life, both curb and spur, 
his cross as well as his darkly guiding star. 

Since the earliest days of his adolescence, 
Herbert Hoover Jr. has set and reset the 
course of his life to escape the implications 
of the name he bears, not through any lack 
of filial honor or respect but because of a 
dogged determination to be completely his 
own man. He has shunned public life and 
avoided publicity, always living in the shad- 
ows, grimly resolute that no advantage be 
taken of reflected fame. Purposefully, time 
after time, he has gone out of his way to 
avoid public affairs, to steer clear of his 
father’s path. Now, like a globe-circling nav- 
igator, he discovers that a persistent 
of the opposite cours nt him to 
the very port he tri pe. It is a 
strange case of the triumph of heritage, an 
intriguing example of the circuitous work- 
manifest destiny. 
he very week that Herbert Hoo- 
office, 14 oil technicians are 
visiting Abadan, preparing to start the flow 
of oil again from the great fields of Iran. It 
was Hoover's part in the settlement of the 
British-Iranian oil dispute that catapulted 
him to this post at the right hand of John 
Foster Dull 
the world outside, the flow of oil is less 
important than its implications. Since the 
time of Peter the Great, the Russians have 
hungered for a warm-water port on the Per- 
sian Gulf. Only now, as the facts come to 
light, can it b zed how close they 
came to their objective in 1953 as a result of 
th »-Tranian oil dispute. Settlement rep- 
resented a major diplomatic victory for the 
West. Credit for it would have made a 
sy page in the dossier of any top-ranked dip- 
lomat. And it was Herb Hoover Jr. who 
finally managed to bring it off. 

When it was announced a year ago this 
September that he had been designated as a 
special adviser on international oil problems 
to John Foster Dulles, newsmen were hard 
put to describe his career—except for that 
one inevitably appearing phrase, “son of the 
former President.” There was no bulging 
file of clippings from which a biography 
could be condensed, only the scant informa- 
tion that he was 50 years old, an engineer, 
lived in California and had been a private 
consultant on petroleum problems to some 
foreign governments. But the news writers

were not greatly concerned. At that point 
Herbert Hoover Jr. rated very little space. 
He was heading no mission, had no big staff, 
His tenure was definitely temporary, no 
more than 45 days. 

Unobtrusively he slipped into a second 
floor office in the State Department for his 
briefing—a project which one State section 
head described as a “mad scramble to find 
something to tell him that the man didn’t 
already know.” Then he was off on a trans- 
atlantic plane. He had no designated power 
or authority. His mission was to go to Lon- 
don and Tehran for a quick look-see, serve 
only as an extra pair of d ears for 
John Foster Dulles who, ‘busy elsewhere, 
could not find the time to go himself. Dulles 
hoped that Hoover might be luc cky enough to 
glimpse some avenue along which a tempo- 
rary settlement might be pursued, some stop- 
gap that would hold back the Communists 
from snatching control of Iran and, with it, 
the great oil field and the largest refinery in 
the world. 

Twenty-nine months before Premier Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh had nationalized the 
Iranian oil industry, expropriating all prop- 
erties of the British-owned Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Company and tossing out their techni- 
cians without whom little or no oil could 
flow. Mossadegh made a fumbling attempt to 


operate the fields and refinery without the 
Anglo-Iran technicians. He started ship- 


the British cracked down with an 
nomic blockade. The old premier severe 
diplomatic relations, apparently cutting off 
any hope of settlement. The nation plunged 
toward bankruptcy. A starvation level of 
existence was imposed upon millions. 


The mess he found in Iran 


VERY day the Communists edged clos- 

er to power. Mossadegh was no Red 
aympathi he w nti-Russian as he 
was anti-British—but Moscow could have 
had no more effective helpmat 
Communists needed to insure a suc 
grab for power was national chad 
blind madness of the old premier was pro- 
ducing it for them. The Reds were only 
days away from a coup when a group of 
upper-class Iranians staged a successful 
revolution that put the old man safely be- 
hind bars. General Fazlollah Zahedi went 
in as premier. But neither he nor any of 
his advisers could find a loose end with 
which to start untangling the snarl they 
had inherited. They knew they had to get 
oil flowing again—but how? Obviously some 
kind of a settlement had to be made with 
the British, but that seemed impossible. 
Public opinion w ill violently anti-Brit- 
ish. Jailing Mossadegh had done little to 
dampen the flames that he had lighted—

with a career he has jealously kept private. A noted author now reveals his story 


and the Communists, of course, were now 
frantically fanning the fire. 

‘That was roughly the situation that Hoo- 
ver found in Iran. In London he got the 
other side of the story. It was clearly the 
stuff of which deadlocks are made. The For- 
eign Office recognized Tran as a sore spot 
rapidly festering to a Communist head. But 
what was the alternative? If those fanatically 
emotional Iranians were allowed to get away 
with nationalizing the oil properties, at least 
a half-dozen other nations might well break 
out in a binge of expropriations that would 
splatter political and economic chaos all 
around the globe. 


Cleaning up the mess 


a LTHOUGH Hoover did little on his first 

N trip except listen sympathetically, he 
was already accomplishing something. The 
diplomatic grapevine to Washington brought 
back rumors with a British accent: ". . . this 
chap Hoover is really top hole, you know . . « 
perfect gentleman .... might easily be ima 
ined as a product of our own Foreign Sery- 
ice.” The Iranians matched compliments by 
saying that Hoover was one of the most 
able foreigners who had ever shown up out 
there, direct and honest, totally different 
from those cold-blooded, devious, conniy- 
ing Britishers. 

Hoover had not put on one mask for Lon- 
don and another for Tehran. He had simply 
been himself, producing the result so typical 
of the man, exhibiting his remarkable ability 
to secure the friendship and respect of both 
sides in even the bitterest of controversies. 

The key observation in his first report to 
Dulles was that no temporary stopgap 
would keep the Reds from taking over in 
Iran. The settlement had to be permanent. 
Dulles asked if there was any such possibil- 
ity. Hoover's answer was that any contro- 
versy could be settled if there were only 
goodwill on both sides of the bargaining 
table, But, Dulles asked, could that happy 
state ever be achieved between the Iranians 
and the British? Hoover thought it could. 
Would he forget that 45-day limit on his 
services and go to work? He would—and did. 

From the beginning he approached the 
problem as one to be settled within the 
scope of private enterprise, an attitude that 
is a sharp reflection of one of his basic con- 
tions. Though 53% of Anglo-Iranian’s 
stock was owned by the British government, 
it was operated as a private company. Its 
head, Sir William Fraser, held sway with an 
autocratic rule reminiscent of the one-man 
management commonly found in American 
corporations a quarter‘century ago. Hoover 
faced the task of getting Sir William to swal- 
low some bitter pills—the first and bitterest 
being that Anglo-[ranian had to give up its

half-century hold on the oil of Iran. It would have to sell a con- 
trolling interest in Anglo-Iranian to a group of oil companies of 
other nationalities because no British-dominated company could 
hope to get back into Iran. 

Sir William had not stood his ground for two and a half years 
only to give in meekly. Despite his socially warm personality, he is 
a rugged character and grim rthermore he held a trump 
card and knew it: no other international oil companies would dare 
poach on his Iranian preserves except at his invitation, 

Less than two months after Hoover arrived on the scene, Sir 
William issued an invitation to a group of oil companies to sit 
down and discuss buying control of Anglo-Iranian. How he was 
brought around to that gracious state of mind is an unobtainable 
story, locked behind tight lips. But everyone gives major credit to 
Herbert Hoover Jr. for convin Sir W: illiam Fraser to take the 
leadership without which there could have been no settlement.

get. The potential buyers, equally good traders, had no intention 
of paying one pound more than was necessary. No one was hungry 
for more oil property; the world supply was currently ample even 
without Iranian production. Every potential buyer had other oil 
interests in the Middle East and was acutely concerned as to how 
some vaguely unspecified Iranian settlement might affect them. 

Without designated power, not even the authority of a commis- 
sioned arbitrator, Herbert Hoover Jr. worked behind the scenes, 
not only to get the oil companies together but also to pave the way 
for later direct negotiations with the Iranian government. He was 
almost constantly on the move. In the 10 months that the nego- 
tiations were in progress he made 14 trips to London, six to Teh- 
ran. His role was largely backstage. He slipped quietly from one 
closed door to another, shaping minds to reasonable attitudes, 
calming ruffled tempers, soothing old wounds with the ointment 
of common sense, creating an atmosphere for agreement. He played 
his role with consummate skill, maneuvering other men into tak-, 
ing the lead rather than assuming it himself, yet ready to sit in

the driver’s seat when necessary. One oil company representative, 
asked how much strength Hoover exhibited when the going got 
rough, testified with a ruefully reminiscent grimace, “That quiet 
manner of his had us fooled for a while. Then he suddenly cracked 
the whip—and, let me tell you, it took the hide off! But I guess we 
had it coming—and, anyway, it got things off dead center and 
moving again.” 

Hoover's credit for what was accomplished does not derive from 
his having originated the idea of the “consortium” or combination 
of oil companies to take over control of Anglo-Iranian. Others 
before him had thought of it. Actually there was no alternative. 
His achievement lies in haying maneuvered it to reality, threading 
his way through almost unbelievable complexities, circumventing 
constantly appearing roadblocks. In the end the consortium was 
sucessfully formed by five American companies—Gulf, Texas, 
Socony-Vacuum, Standard (New Jersey) and Standard of Califor- 
nia—joining with Royal Dutch Shell and Compagnie Frangaise des 
Pétroles to buy 69% of the Anglo-Iranian stock, a result not only 
of the Hoover-guided negotiations but also of the patriotism ai 
enlightened self-interest of the corporations involved. Th 
investing over $600 million in order to make the Iranian 
ment possible. They hope, of course, to make a profit. If they do it 
will be well deserved, 

Forming the consortium was, however, only the first stage. Then 
an agreement had to be worked out with Premier Zahedi and the 
Iranian government in Tehran. The difficulties, and Iranian stub- 
bornness, were monumental. Patiently Hoover kept the negotia- 
tions moving along, gently persuading the Iranians, helping the 
consortium delegation to understand the Iranian view, holding 
respect and confidence on both sides of the table with his unques- 
tioned fairness and integrity. 

When substantial accord was finally reached in August of this 
year, no one would argue with President Eisenhower when he com- 
mended Herbert Hoover Jr. by writing that the conclusion of the 
agreement “is due in significant measure to your expert knowledge 
of the oil business, to your persistency and to your skillful diplo- 
macy.” In the Tehran end of the negotiations, however, major 
credit must be shared with Loy Henderson, U.S. ambassador to 
Tran; Torkild (“Cap”) Rieber, ex-chairman of the board of the 
Texas Company and now head of Barber Oil, who did a characteris- 
tically two-fisted job as adviser to the Iranians; and to Orville Har- 
den and his successor, Howard Page, both of Standard Oil (New 
Jersey), who headed the consortium delegation to Tehran. 

Despite the exposure of character and ability provided by his 
part in the Iranian settlement, Herbert Hoover Jr. becomes Under- 
secretary of State as one of the least-known men ever to assume 
such a high governmental post. That truth conjures up the image 
of a recluse, shielding himself from public view with somewhat 
the same aloofness that characterized his father during his years 


in high office. That most definitely is not the case. Herbert Hoover 
Jr. is a warm-mannered, affable and extraordinarily likable man. 
One of his great strengths was one of his father's great weak- 


nesses in public life. The senior Hoover, as admirable a mass 
humanitarian as the modern world has known, found it difficult to 
deal with humanity on an individual basis. [t is only in these last 
few years that age has worn away the mask that so long hid his 


real personality from view. 


Why the self-effacement? 


N old acquaintance once remarked that it took 10 years of 
close association with Herbert Hoover before you began to feel 
the warmth of the inner man. With his son and namesake, you 
start feeling it within the first 10 seconds. Later it comes as almost 
a surprise to discover the enormous range of his knowledge and the 
tight-knit quality of his thinking. It is even more difficult to explain 
to yourself why this man should have practiced the rigid self- 
effacement that has kept him from being more widely known. It 
is only when you piece together the story of his life that you find 
the answer. 

From the days of his earliest memories, Herbert Hoover Jr. 
was the son of a famous man. By the time he was 6, his father 
had skyrocketed to professional fame and fortune as a mining 
engineer and manager of mining properties all over the world. By 
the time young Herbert was through high school. the name he 
bore was one of the most famous in the world. Herbert Hoover 
had already been the head of Belgian Relief, Food Administrator 
during the World War, and he was then a key figure in the relief 
and reconstruction of Europe. A contemporary magazine, after 
polling its readers in order to compile a list of the 10 greatest living 
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HOOVER BOYS, Allan (lefi) and Herbert Jr., were photographed in alec 
tionate pose as youngsters. Allan, now 47, is in international mining business. 
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Americans, placed the name of Herbert Hoover second only to 
that of President Woodrow Wilson. 

The Hoovers then lived in a six-room cottage near Stanford 
University because of the educational advantages of the university 
environment. On the Stanford campus young Herbert is remem- 
bered as a boy determined not to accept the slightest favor that 
might in the remotest way be connected with his father’s fame and 
position. There was only one thing that Herbert Jr. would accept 
and that was the point of view that his father had expressed by 
saying, “My boyhood ambition was to be able to earn my living 
without the help of anyone, any time, anywhere.” 
same goal. He wanted no help from anyone—and that included his 
father, most particularly his father. 

Young Herbert's natural bent toward things scientific was height- 
ened by his home atmosphere. Dinner table conversation was 
far more likely to center on some new mining technique or the 
latest paleontolog ‘overy than upon neighborhood gossip. 
His mother, Lou Henry Hoover, was a graduate geologist who 
shared all of her husband’s engineering and mining interests. She 
guided Herbert Jr. and his younger brother Allan on exploratory 
field trips and personally participated in such backyard engineet- 
ing projects as the building of a powered vehicle that was finally 
accepted for licensing by the state of California as an “automobile.” 
A friend, asked to share a Hoover family picnic, found the after- 
noon devoted to the construction of a dam across a brook, the 
father laboring with his sons, using the project as a practical dem- 
onstration in hydraulic engineering. 

Looking back upon his youth, however, Herbert Hoover Jr's. 
brightest memories are thoroughly unscientific. In a rare violation 
of modesty he boasts, ‘As a kid growing up around the campus, I 
was water-boy for some of the greatest teams in Stanford history, 
and I knew ail of those big letter men even better than their class- 
mates did.” 

When he became a Stanford man himself, he studied general en- 
gineering, his interest focusing upon the infant science of clec- 
tronics. He had started tinkering with wireless telegraphy in his 
early teens, but it was a coincidence—or, if you will, the guiding 
hand of fate so evident all through his life—that shaped his future 
course. A severe attack of influenza in the 1918 epidemic had left 
him with impaired hearing. With his amateur radio background, 
he made himself a hearing aid, robbing the family telephone 
for a transmitter and building the supporting apparatus into a 
box that he carried wherever he went. At best his hearing aid 
was not too effective, and improving it became a highly per- 
sonal incentive to pursue electronic research—the activity that 
led, devious though the path proved to be, to his becoming Under- 
secretary of State. 

A week after his graduation from Stanford, he married Peggy 
Watson, a classmate, and they set up housekeeping in Cambrid 
Mass. Herbert had entered the Harvard Graduate School of Busi 
ness Administration, a surprise to his friends who had imagined 
that he would go into scientific research. His graduate th 
well as subsequent work under a Guggenheim Fellowship, was 
done on the economic aspects of the new aviation industry, just 
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then breaking out in the boom growth that established the na- 
tion’s early commercial airlines. 


More than ever during those three years at Harvard he seemed 
2; ica 9 i l avor to his friends to shrink from the public view, burying himself in 
the cloistered life of the university, shielded from the ever-greater 


attention that his father was attracting, first as Secretary of Com- 

merce in the cabinets of Harding and Coolidge, then as the 1928 

Republican nominee for President of the United States. A well- 

th... known economist, then a Harvard instructor, says that he was cer- 

atten u noo tain at the time that Herbert Jr. would follow an academic life. His 

father must have thought so too if there is truth to the story that 

he offered hi n a substantial endowment to set himself up in 

private research work. There were other offers. Many large corpora- 

tions were anxious to employ Herbert Hoover Jr., but he could not 

escape the suspicion that his desirability as an employe was tainted 

by the fact that he was his father’s son. One offer, for a position 

too obviously beyond his capabilities, drew the rather sharp retort 
that “my name is not for sale at any price.” 

It would not have been surprising, in view of the difficulties 
that his name heaped upon him, if he had come to resent his 
heritage. That he still felt it more an honor than a burden is attest- 
ed by his passing the same name to his son, Herbert Hoover II, born 
during those Harvard years. 

As soon as the presidential election was over Herbert Jr. reject- 
ed all assistance and dozens of lucrative offers and took a $200-a- 
month job as a radio technician with the old Western Air Express, 
one of the early airlines that later merged into TWA. His first as- 
signment was to work on the development of radio communica- 
tions with planes in flight, then little more than a scientist's dream, 
Hoover flung himself headlong into the 
job, working day and night. Six months 
later he was spectacularly demonstrat- 
ing achievement by going aloft in a tri- 
motor Fokker that he had fitted up 
as a flying laboratory, radioing down a 
description of the landing of the Graf’ 
Zappa alice Angled orklaatiocs 
wide NBC broadcast. (The newspapers 
gave less emphasis to the achievement 
than to the fact that the announcer 
was the son of the President of the 
United States.)

He got the airlines together, formed the 
company and served as its first president, simultaneously shoul- 
dering new responsibilities acquired by promotion to chief engi- 
neer of Western Air Express. He was 26 years old. An aviation 
trade magazine called him “the radio genius of the industry.” 

A few weeks later the career that had started so brilliantly was 
dealt a crushing double blow. It was early fall, the 1930 elec- 
tion campaigns were on and there was political capital to be made 
of anything that would discredit the Hoover administration. West- 
ern Air Express was bidding on a government air-mail contract and 
the rumor was launched that it would get the award because the 
President’s son was a Western Air official, a slander seemingly sup- 
ported by Herbert Jr.’s having been moved up more rapidly in the 
Western organization than was customary for a young man of 26. 

Righteously, Herbert Hoover Jr. sent in a letter of resignation 
to Western Air Express. Before it could-be accepted—which it was 
not—the second blow fell. It was discovered that he had tubercu- 
losis and would have to spend at least a year in bed. 

The year of convalescence, first at his father’s Rapidan camp 
and later at Asheville, N.C., was a period of maddening restraint, 
grimly and impatiently endured. (Still fuming after 20-odd years, 
Hoover says now, “I don’t think I ever had tuberculosis in the 
first place, but the doctors had me and I couldn’t get away.”) To fill 
the endless days and nights he read constantly, driving his mind 
g into any new scientific field that offered a mental challenge. 

Finally released, he returned to the airline for a short period 
as assistant to the president, then taught business economics 
to aeronautical engineering students at California Institute of

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Technology. But the upward pattern of his career seemed broken. 
‘The depression was on and the 1932 presidential campaign pilloried 
<lerbert Hoover, the Roosevelt camp charging him with full blame 
Vor haying brought the nation to financial disaster and even many 
of his former G.O.P. friends critical of him for somehow having 
Failed to veto the economic cycle. 

The bitterness of the campaign did not end with the election. 
One of the first of the Roosevelt administration was to start 
an investigation of those projects which had been closest to Her- 
bert Hoover's heart, High on the list was a muckraking of the 
award of air mail contracts. The old rumor about Western Air 
Express having gotten its award through the influence of the ex- 
Pre ‘on was dredged up and Herbert Jr. was called to 
count by a special investigating committee of the Senate, He re- 

lied by letter, offering a generally temperate explanation. But, in 

uoting the text of his 1930 letter of ion, he exposed a 
highly revelatory sentence. He had written, “Should it be found

mination to make his way without his father’s help. He is today, 
and always has been, a man supersensitive about the morality 
and ethics of his every move. It is something beyond ordinary 
integrity. His standards of acceptable conduct, high as they are, 
are raised even higher by concern that he might, inadvertently, 
tarnish that “honored name I bear.” 

Back in those depression-bottom di 
accorded little public honor, Herbert Jr. moved from his Pasadena 
home, buying a secluded house far out on the slopes of Mt. Wilson. 
The act was misinterpreted by many who did not know t 
afterward, he and his brother Allan purchased his father’s Iowa 
birthplace to preserve it as a shrine for future generations. 

Out of sight, seldom seen or heard from, Herbert Hoover Jr. 
seemed a young man whose brilliantly started career as a radio 
engineer had completely fizzled out. Then, as suddenly as he had 
done it before, he skyrocketed to a new success in a new career. 
It was linked to those long weeks of convalescence back in 1931. 
One of the projects with which he had occupied his mind was the 
devising of some kind of instrument by which a flying airplane 
could measure its distance above the earth. In those preradar days 
bouncing sound waves seemed the most likely bet. The science 
that could help him most was seismography, so he promptly dug 


while the name was being 


into it. He was intrigued by the reflection seismograph. an instru- 
ment which was just starting to be used as a means of locating 


geologic structures favorable to the accumulation of oil. His atten- 
tion was originally sparked because it was an electronic device, a 
field in which he was already expert; but mining and geology were 
also latent interests. 

Reflection seismographs are highly complicated electronic in- 
struments. Herbert Hoover Jr. designed and built his first one 
himself, working on a truck chassis out in his backyard. Then 
he started a small company, United Geophysical, to do contract 
seismographing. Shortly afterward he set up another small com- 
pany, Consolidated Engineering, to build the instruments and 
carry on research, Not a cent of his father’s money went into 
either company. One of his early associates recalls, “Herb’s fa- 
ther had a lot of important mining and oil connections that could 
have given us business that we needed pretty badly, but Herb 
would have none of that.” 


Geophysical goes international 


I those early days he was everywhere—out in the hills run- 
ing seismograph crews, back in the shop working on the im- 
provement of instruments, in the office handling management 
matters. As the business boomed—and boom it did, despite the 
depression—more and more of his attention was concentrated on 
research and the development and improvement of apparatus. 

It was Hoover's brilliance as an electronic engineer that gave 
United Geophysical its start and was the propelling force that kept 
it growing. Most of the major oil companies became clients. At the 
end of three years there were more than 150 technical employes 
on United’s payroll, a high percentage of college graduate caliber. 
The Brazilian government appropriated $750,000 for a seismo- 
graphic survey. Hoover went after the contract and got it. From 
start United Geophysical went international, its working 
attered all over the world. There were times when it had 
raphic crews simultaneously at work in as many as 10 
different countries. 

The most currently significant development in Hoover's rapidly 
expanding career took place in 1943. Up to that point he had been 
recognized principally for his scientific achievements in elec- 
tronics, seismography, geology and petroleum engineering. Then, 
at the invitation of President Medina of Venezuela, he went to 
Caracas to serve as Medina’s adviser in negotiations with foreign 
oil companies. Before Hoover was through he had guided the 
drafting of a whole new code of Venezuelan oil laws. The princi- 
ples it established gradually became the pattern of oil company 
relationships with governments all over the world. 

The Venezuelan incident broadened Hoover as a man and greatly 
increased his stature. Still unknown to the general public, he be- 
came one of the best-known men in the international world of oil. 
Not only did he go on to serve as adviser to other governments, 
but he continued to ride herd on the far-flung activities of United 
Geophysical, personally visiting seismographic crews working all

Asked to comment about that anom- 
alous situation, a high official of one of the affected companies 
said, “Yes, you’d worry about that with an ordinary man but 
not with Herb Hoover. When it comes to personal integrity, he’s 
in a class by himself.” 

During the war years, barred from the Armed Forces by his 
faulty hearing, Herbert Hoover Jr.’s personal code of ethics made 
him offer his advisory and consulting services wherever they were 
needed anywhere around the world, refusing personal compensa-

What he brings to the new job 


E comes into office as a man only 51 years old, vigorous, alert, 

mature, yet with his years of maximum usefulness ahead 
rather than behind. He has had a wealth of experience in dealing 
with foreign governments, is an acknowledged expert on all South 
America and the Middle East. As a private diplomat in the inter- 
national world of oil he has been well trained for official govern- 
mental diplomacy. He is, however, assuming a job of enormous pro- 
portions, In the absence of the Secretary of State he becomes Act- 
ing Secretary. If John Foster Dulles’ past record is any indication, 
the periods when Hoover will assume charge will be frequent and 
extended. In any event the general administration of the State De- 
partment as an organization is traditionally in the Undersecretary’s 
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hands. Hoover’s predecessor, Walter Bedell Smith, did an effective 
job in raising personnel standards and giving point and direction 
to what had often been fumbling and cross-purpose activities. But 
much remains to be done. 

How Hoover will fare as an administrator of the multifaceted 
State Department with its more than 19,000 employes scattered all 
over the world is something that remains to be demonstrated. The 
indications seem favorable. His successful handling of the far-flung 
foreign and local organizations that he directed for some 17 years, 
although on a much smaller scale and in a limited field, seems a 
pertinent parallel. 

His most clearly demonstrated ability derives from his excellent 
judgment of men and his capacity to incite surpassing loyalty. He 
commands the personal devotion of his associates—at all levels— 
to a degree rarely encountered in either big business or govern- 
ment. One of his co-workers at United Geophysical said, “I’ve been 
all over the world with our crews, listening to ‘em gripe about 
everything from bugs in the South African jungles to sandstorms 
hitting a rig in the Persian Gulf, but I've never heard anybody 
anywhere ever say one word against Herb.” 

The best-loved men, however, are not always the best tight- 
rein administrators, but when that suspicion was voiced to an- 
other long-time associate, he flashed, “You don’t know Herb! Yes, 
there’ve been cases when he gave a man a little longer than I might 
have done to prove himself wrong. But when a man isn’t right for 
his job, his head rolls.” 

The opinions of close associates like these can be suspected of 
bias. But a thorough search of business competitors and others 
who would be expected to have an opposite view failed to unearth 
any serious detractors. His ability as a handler of men—and, to a 
considerable degree, his negotiating skill as well—are accountable 
to a mental slant uncommon among high-level businessmen, even 

ess often encountered in a mind trained in the engineering 
ences. You need be with him only a short time to become aware 
that his approach to every subject hinges on people. Mention a 
foreign country and he reacts, not with a comment on scenery or 
climate, but on local inhabitants, usually individuals. Talking of 
an international negotiating session, his explanations are based 
upon the personalities involved. When he reviews the history of 
his businesses, everything he says ties to men who have been 
ciated with him, "V. ery interesting man,” is a characteristic re- 
sponse to the mention of a name. It registers neither approval nor 
disapproval, ne the fact that most men are interesting to him. 

Coupled with his interest in people is a talent for close observa- 

tion of even the smallest personal details. Asked about one of the 
men he faced across a table during some negotiations, he responded 
with: “Powerful head—great dome of a forehead—sort of an eagle's 
beak nose—but it’s his eyes you notice, sharp as a fox. You know 
the minute you see him that he’s a smart operator, and it doesn’t 
take long for him to prove that you're right.” While visiting his 
home I was impressed that he remembered the brand of cigarets 
I was smoking, and ordered another pack for me when we went out 
to lunch—a minor amenity, yes, but friendships and loyalties are 
often woven out of small threads, 


Facts first, theories later 


T this stage he is understandably reticent in unofficial dis- 

cussion of matters affecting the foreign relations of the U.S. His 
general attitudes, however, reflect what is usually styled a “con- 
servative” turn of mind. He exhibits a pronounced tendency to 
face facts, no tendency at all to let theoretical speculation 
stitute for realistic thinking. He has strong and positive conviction 
that the American business system is fundamental to the best way 
of life that the world knows. He regards free and active competition 
as an essential motivation but by no means blind to some of the 
shortcomings of our business-dominated civilization. It is signifi- 
cant, perhaps, that the thing about the Anglo-Iranian settlement 
that seems to please him most is that, as the biggest deal of its kind 
in history, it was handled entirely by private industry. 

In Washington the cloud-reaching theorists will find little com- 
mon ground with him. The smoky-room type of politician will run 
up against his rigid code of personal ethics. But it is a safe 
bet, nevertheless, that Herbert Hoover Jr. will make many friends 
in Congress and be an effective emissary for the State Depart- 
ment. It is an equally safe bet that he himself will not become 
immersed in politics. It would take a major reversal of character 
for that to happen. Although an acknowledged Republican, he has 
little taste for things political. 

By no means glib or loquacious, he is an able talkerand a forceful 
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proponent of his ideas. His thoughts form quickly and he expresses 
them clearly and succinctly, rarely fumbling for a word, occa- 
sionally tossing in a mildly salty oil-field expletive. He is a past 
master at evading a question that he does not want to answer— 
especially about his own accomplishments—the inquisitor fre- 
quently not realizing until long afterward that somehow his ques- 
tions never got answered. 

Hoover still gets most of his relaxation from his lifetime hobby 
of amateur radio. For him there is no relief from the strain of hard 
work as effective as sitting down with key and microphone. “That’s 
the best break I can have,” he says. “Get off for a real session of 
concentrated hamming with old friends. A lot of them, you know, 
go way back to the sparkgap days.” 

The 10-day vacation that he managed to cram in between the end 
of the Anglo-Iranian negotiations and taking office in Washington 
he spent at his beach hideaway building a new radio transmitter. 
At United Geophysical, when the load on his desk demanded a 
momentary break, he would slip off to a little private laboratory 
and get his hands on a soldering iron for a few minutes. If some 
well-hidden door in the State Department suddenly blossoms out 
with a new “Secret—No Admittance” sign, the secret may well be 
that of the new Undersecretary. 

Not the least of Hoover's personal assets was acquired by mar- 
Hoover is a charming woman, more than ordinarily 
attractive, keen-minded, thoroughly immersed in her husband's 
activities and obviously capable of continuing to make a substantial 
contribution to his career. She has spent much time abroad with 
her husband on his globe-trotting business trips, Now that their 
three children are married and have established homes of their 
own, she is rarely apart from him for more than a few days. She 
accompanied him on almost all of his many Anglo-Iranian trips, 
renting apartments and setting up homes om-home in 
om, London and Teheran, It is a rare pleasure to listen 
to husband and wife in a joint reminiscence of some shared ex- 
perience, each alternately advancing the story, continually reflec 
ing a compatibility of spirit and interest that is seldom found in
